Kings Bay, Spitzbcrgcn—MPJ—Fear 


that six men, who drifted away in the 
balloon part of the Italia after its 
crash on the polar ice cap, were dead 
prevailed 
Wednesday when It was 


learned that the airship had caught 
fire. 


Of 16 men who left aboard the dir- 


igible for the North Pole on May 23. 
only six were known to be alive Wed- 
nesday. One man was killed. Three 
have been missing since they started 
afoot for land. 


General Umberto Xobile said that 


soon after the dirigible crashed on 
May 25, the balloon part drifted to the 
cast and a small column of smoke 
was seen rising from it after it had 
gone about 10 kilometers (about six 
miles.)

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FRANCE'S NEW MONEY 


STANDARD 


The French-parliament almost unani- 


mously has approved the decree brought 
in by. Premier Poincare which creates a 
new franc worth in American money 3.93 
cents, or about one fifth of the pre-war 
yalue of the gold franc;-While this action 
wipes out on paper billions of dollars of 
French holdings of all kinds, it entails no 
special hardship. It merely recognizes a 
condition that has prevailed most of the 
time since the war, and rather specifically 
for the last two years. No one believes it 


* would be possible to restore the franc to 


its old value of 20 cents. Heavy purchases 
of foreign exchange by the 
Bank of 


'France with the low-valued 
franc as a 


basis ofholding up the currency was one 
difficult if not insuperable bar to stabiliz- 
'ing the franc at a higher value. 


Holders of French bonds purchased 


when the franc was five to the dollar 
have, to all intents and purposes, taken 
their losses long before tliis, particularly 
foreign holders. Doubtless many domestic 


, purchasers still clung to the hope that the 


former value would be restored, but it 
was a groundless hope. France had to do 
in a measure what Germany, Austria and 
.Belgium had already done. 


France does not go to the gold stand- 


".ard as it is known in the United States. 


1 It has adopted what is known as the gold 
.bullion standard. Under this system a 
.much smaller quantity of gold is required 
as a basis for paper circulation, because 
the paper money is exchangeable for 
;imetal only, under certain conditions and 
' in large amounts. Paper money of itself 
'jis not redeemable in gold. The gold bul- 
.;-lion standard is supplemented by foreign, 
'/exchange reserves. All that is required 
Bunder the new plan is a 3o per cent gold 


I coverage behind circulating currency. 


This also means that there will be no 
'Jonger a definite limit vto circulation, 
which has been sixty billions. 


_• Poincare has been working on this pro- 
ject for the'last two years. It has taken 


"-'much political courage to finally adopt a 
jprogram involving the cancellation or 
'•wiping out of four-fifths of all pre-war 
security values. Poincare has handled the 
problem with masterful diplomacy and 
'logic.-Others before him could make no 
' progress in even approaching a solution. 
'.His fiscal, financial and political services 
to France for the last two years have 


• been -of inestimable value. Probably he 
was the one leader who could have 
brought about popular acceptance of his 
.heroic measures. His services -have only 
been duplicated by those of Mr. Briand in 
the foreign field. Together they have 
made a powerful combination/It was ex- 
;ceedingly fortunate for France that at the 


~_,v_ recent election this spring Poincare was 


given a vote of confidence. France now 
starts on a new road to recover*.*. She has 
cast aside the impedimenta that made re- 
cover}* impossible and that kept her con- 
stantly in the shadow of bankruptcy.

. WITHOUT A STRIKE 


Four and a half million dollars more 


. will be paid locomotive engineers in 
.wages for the year starting May 1, 1928, 
as the result of a quiet agreement be- 
tween the brotherhood and the railroad 
-managers. 


An industrial dispute has been carried 


to a friendly conclusion by compromise, 
and without resorting- even to litigation 
before an arbitral tribunal. That may, 
and should, indicate a new order of things 
in American industrial relations. It comes 
in a period during which strikes have 
been almost unknown. Sensible Amer- 
icans will hope it marks a general feeling 
both-in labor and management circles 
that there is a ground of confidence on 
which they can settle their 
difficulties 


amicably, opening the books and basing 
decisions on the facts. The railroads have 
been making more money. 
They have 


recognized the employes' right to some of 
the new earnings. That spirit is very 
much better than the old suspicion and 
.arm's length dealing, in which there was 


MoS Pi co_nd|Uons in wages and 


the workman brought only what the gen- 
eral labor market determined as his value. 


There is, of course, another side to the 


story. Management should be entitled to 
put before workingmen's representatives 
the facts of lost business, of lowered re- 
turns, and of a necessity that labor share 
the responsibilities of a depression. 


The new railroad labor Jaw provides 


an elaborate scheme of arbitration 
to 


which either side in the engineers' wage 
case might have appealed, as a ^ dozen 
unions and managements have in the 
period since December, 1926. Arbitration, 
however, nearly always means compro- 
mise. Recognizing this fact, the two sides 
compromised without going to the ex- 
vpense and wasted energy of an arbitral 
dispute. Perhaps the threat of arbitration, 
will prove more valuable in industrial af- 
fairs than the use of it, causing a com- 
mon sense effort to thresh things, out 
around a table. 


WHERE THE BRAINS GO

• 
Kroum D. Dokoff, who occupies a po- 


sition in the Bulgarian government cor- 
responding to our assistant secretary of 
commerce, told an American audience re- 
cently that one of the greatest handicaps 
to industry in many parts of Europe, as 
contrasted with the United States, was 
the lack of "best brains" to go into it. 


The part of Europe which contains Bul- 


garia is a hodgepodge of little states 
which have engaged in diplomatic in- 
trigues and wars for territory and pres- 
tige or in support of their nationals across 
the border. The military and the diplo- 
matic corps have been unusually impor- 
tant. Strategy, along-the lines of war and 
those of .international politics, hasv been 
the leading occupation and has occupied 
the attention of the "best brains." 
Too 


many bright young men have grown up 
with just two ideas of a career in mind— 
the army or the government. Intelligence . 
has had entirely too narrow a field for its 
employment. 
And 
business—further 


handicapped, of course, by too many 
boundaries and tariffs between source and 
consumer—has not appealed. 


What impressed Mr. Dokoff 
in the 


United States was our freedom from in- 
ternational worries, and the fact that this 
freedom permitted the best of our young 
men to educate and tra-in themselves for 
industrial and commercial pursuits. Poli- 
tics in America is interesting, but it is not 
all-consuming. It attracts us at periods, 
not constantly. It is secondary to the real 
passion of the American people, which is 
to build, to grow more efficient, to save, 
buy better tools, reduce prices and spread 
prosperity. 


Any good thing, however, can be car- 


ried too far. Of recent years American 
business has come to see that we have 
concentrated too largely on industry, 
drawn too many of the "best brains" into 
material production, and'ignored govern- 
ment to an extreme almost approaching 
contempt. The war broke a habit of de- 
spising the-army and holding prejudices 
against the uniform. 
We learned the 


meaning of military sacrifices and service. 
Rise of half-baked political ideas and con- 
sequent endangering of business had a 
similar effect on our opinions of politics. 
It brought the business man out of his 
shell and made him appreciate that these 
silly things, these diplomatic and legis- 
lative mouthings, could be rather impor- 
tant after all. Industry began to see the 
meaning in Roosevelt's contention that 
the greatest game life affords is battling 
for "the right"—which in his case.was for 
sane and honest and efficient government. 


As a result we have had an increasing 


interest in building up the consular and 
diplomatic sen-ice, the air service and 
other public agencies as careers for our 
3*oung men. Business men increasingly 
have been running for office. Somewhere 
between the Bulgarian obsession with 
politics and the American obsession with" 
material progress, invention and money- 
making there is a happy mean.

JS JODIN A FOOD? 


About three years ago, writes a con cspondent, a 


famous goiter expert came to our town and tested 
children of school age for goiter. He found, I think, 
68 per cent of tho children had goiter. The schools 
Issued cards advising the use of iodized salt on the 
table and for all cooking. Our two boys were free 
from goiter at the time of the examination, uut we 
have used the iodi/.cd salt exclusively ever since. 
We have always fed our children, as advi.sod by the 
clinic, cooked and raw vegetables, cereal and cream, 
stewed and fresh raw fruits, meat, eggs, etc. Never 
have they tasted coffee, cocoa or tea, and they do 
not crave candles and sweets, due to their diet, we 
think. They both sparkle with health. In spite of 
all this, when the goiter export was here again re- 
cently he found the older boy now has goiter. What 
say you of this? 


I say it is well recognized, by the particular goi- 


ter specialist the correspondent refers to, and by 
physicians generally who have knowledge of the 
matter, that the adoption 
of iodized salt in place 


of ordinary salt for cooking and table u.sc, is suf- 
ficient to prevent goiter in most instances but not 
in all. Then, too, the quantity of iodin (usually in 
the form of sodium iodid) put in common salt to 
make iodized salt is so very minute that one only 
wonders that it is sufficient to prevent any goiter 
at all. I believe a whole pound of iodized salt con- 
tains less than 1>£ grains of iodid of sodium, and 
that would represent only a fraction of a grain of 
idoin. Believing that iodin' is an essential food for 
man, 
I not only adopt-iodized salt for all domestic 


use but also keep a vial of ordinary tincture of 
iodin (that's the common brown liquid you have al- 
ways called Iodine} on hand and every week or so 
Tony and I take a nip of lodin in our drinking wa- 
ter. A drop or less in a glassful or more of drink- 
ing water. Tony is the perpetual pup, and I believe 
the iodin helps to keep him that way. 


None of the foods, other than iodized salt, i.icn- 


tioned by the Grand Rapids correspondent, contains 
an adequate quantity of iodin, and particularly if 
the vegetables , fruits or cereals are grown in Slich- 
gan or anywhere in the Great Lakes basin, for the 
soil of all that sect'ion of country is very poor in 
odin. People living: on inland plateaus, the moun- 
tains, far from the sea. must either, take iodin in 
medicinal form or cat sea food two or three times 
a week in order to assuro an adequate iodin ration. 
Some canned 
sea food retains its iodin content, 


notably canned salmon, so our federal authorities 
assure us., But fresh sea food, especially that kind 
one can eat raw, is the ideal source of food iodin, 
such as oysters. Any shellfish o»any sea fish that 
may be had in the fresh state, is valuable as a 
source of food iodin. 


I enjoy my regular nip of iodin, not because I 


ike the taste of the stuff—which is practifily un- 
noticeable when' so diluted—nor because I fear I 
may get goiter. I take it because I harbor a sr eak- 
ng suspicion that it—well, just say it tends to keep 


guy from being his age. If this hint should by 


any chance excite your curiosity, you may write 
me a brief note, the briefer the better, not referring 
o this article at all, but just mentioning that you 
vould like to have information about the use of 
odin as a food, and of course enclosing a stamped 
envelope bearing your address, which you may as- 
ume I'll find even though you do not trouble to call 
my attention to the fact that your are providing it. 
f you want to be obstinate and old fashioned you 
may still spell it iodine—I'll know what you mean.

A FINE BOOK BY A REAL ARTIST 


I would rather be the author of 


"The Bonney Family," by Ruth Sue- 
kow, than of any 
other American 


novel I have read the past year, 
with a single exception. WillaN Gath- 
er's "Death Comes for the Archbish- 
op" seems to me even a finer noval 
than "The Bonney Family." For the 
rest, this book by the Iowa novelist 
appears to me the best of all 
the 


American novels of the year I have 
read, 
and 
that 
number includes 


many that made a far greater stir in 
the .world. 


"The Bonney Family" is the un- 


pretentious story of an unpretentious 
family, but the art with which the 
story is told is as sure and beautiful 
as the family Miss Suckow describes 
was genuine and wholesome. 


Like "W'illa Gather, Miss Suckow is 


one of the few writers who 
have 


learned to see life whole. Both of 
them are a step beyond, the satirist 
and both are of course a very long 
way beyond the sentimentalist. 


I was reminded of "Elmer Gantry" 


while reading "The Bonney Family, 
because of the contrast between the 
two books. The comparison is rather 
natural because both books are about 
an American minister's family and 
neither Lewis nor Miss Suckow sets 
out to sentimentalize the 
minister. 


In the case of the former nothing 
will serve but to give the minister a 
pair of horns and a tail; in the case 
of the latter he is portrayed, as" a 
human being, with weaknesses and 
human faults, not very clear-headed, 
but with many human and lovajjle 
qualities that ministers have in com- 
mon with all other men In short. 
Miss Suckow's minister is a true hu- 
man being, even though Miss Suck- 
ow does not take his theology seri- 
ously. 


"The Bonney Family" is the story 


mainly of four persons — the min- 
ister and his wife in an Iowa village 
and their two older children. The two 
younger children are also 
sketched 


incidentally but not at full length. 
Many others are brought in but it is 
on four human beings that the au- 
thor expends most of her art. 


Especially on the two children, one 


an awkward boy who has 
flaming 


red hair and who is the butt of all 
the jokes of his little world. How 
he suffers and how he rages against 
his awkwardnesses, how tragic .the 
world seems to him and how he 


struggles,' how his very wise mother 
suffers with him and tries to help 
him — all this is told with a wisdom 
and a sympathy that gives the reader 
that kind of exaltation that only £ 
beautiful book 
beautifully, writtei 


can give. The story of Warren Bon 
ney is one of the best destriptions of 
the possible tragedy of 
adolescence 


that I have ever read. 


The story of Sarah, the girl, is dif- 


ferent but just as well done. She is 
large and lacking in those little fern 
mine qualities that 
boys regard as 


"cute," and she suffers by reason 01 
this fact. But she has a mind that 
sees clearly and a courage that dares 
to face things as they are. She is the 
architect of her own life to a much 
greater degree than was her broth- 
er of his life and she is eager for 
the experience that life can give her 
She is a straight thinker and she 
does not jiake the usual compromis 
es. All of which of course works to 
her disadvantage as a girl among 
boys and she is left at the end of the 
book on her way 
to 
spinsterhood 


with a possible notable career aheai 
of her in social service or some other 
line of work. She wins something 
like contentment, or at least courag- 
to face whatever life may bring. 


It is anchor phase of adolescence 


that Sarah typifies and it is in its 
way just as well done as that il- 
lustrated by "Warren. It was probab- 
ly easier for Miss Suckow to do be- 
cause she could draw on her 
own 


mental life for it.

national habit, a movement, a 
trend, a situation and perhaps a 


problem, according to a current maga- 
zine article. Mabel Abbott, who treats 
this fact In her article, "The Tech- 
nique of Living Alone," discovers that 
the United Real Estate Owners' Asso- 
ciation or New York City admits that 
there are not nearly enough one-room 
apartments to.supply the demand. 


In the last five years, their figures 


prove, the average number of rooms'in 
apartments dropped from .4.00 to 3.5C, 
tho lowest figure ever reached and In- 
terpreted as meaning thousands of 
one-room apartments, meaning living- 
room \vilh in-a-'door bed, kitchenette, 
and bath. 


WHY DO THEY DO IT? 


Miss Abbott draws some interesting 


deductions. In the first place, she in- 
sists that one-room apartments mean 
that people are really living alone, 
because it is almost impossible 
for 


more than one to do it without murder 
and mayhem. One-room apartments 
cost infinitely 
more 
per room, of 


course, than several roomed apart- 
ments. 
' Now why is the demand? Miss Ab- 
bott writes it like this— 


"Tho glamor of living-alone is of 


course in its freedom. 
There is 
a 


tremendous appeal, in the idea that it 
is nobody's business if you prefer to 
play all day and wash your stockings 
and mend your clothes in the middle 
of tho night: or if you -like to read in 
bed; or if you find that the most com- 
fortable and rational -garb in which to 
clean a kitchenette on a hot day is 
a pair of bathing trunks. 


• "Undoubtedly the determination to 
be independent is the deciding factor 
when two friends choose two one-room 
apartments at $800 each rather than 
one two-room apartment at $'1200." 


Miss Abbott brings out the point, 


that the desire for freedom is for free- 
dom in its mildest • form 
and 
that 


neighborhood complaints of the noise 
of wild revelry are not directed 
at 


people'living "in freedom" alone. 
* "Building managers- agree," writes 
Miss-Abbott, "that lone tenants, even 
men," are nearly always the quietest.

riculture to rights, I am 
perfectly 


frank in saying that it is difficult for 
me to take'that point of view. I nee 
so many problems that it is hard to 
single out'any one which might ha 
called the -fcey to our future agricul- 
tural development. 


""We all know that the agricultural 


situation, since 1920, has been vividly 
presented as drifting headlong toward 
peasantry for our farmers. 


"The'reasons • assigned for 
this 


diagnosis are "many . • 


"The fact'that'We have lost heavily 


In numbers of coir'farm population is 
cited as'evidence'of the alarming drift 
toward this deplorable- status. "We are 
told that-prices'obtained 
for farm 


production are -far out of line with the 
costs off production. And the average 
farmer's Income has been pictured as 
Inadequate to assure him 
a proper 


American standard of-living. 


"Yet,'frankly.-I can't go along with 


those who predict peasantry for our 
farmers because 6f these conditions. 


^During the past eight years our 


agricultural population has decreased 
about three millions. That fact is in- 
disputable. Furthermore, between 1320 
and 1925, the number of horses and 
mules on farms decreased more than 
three million. But figures show also 
that the number of tractors, during 
.that • same period, increased 260,000. 


"The interesting thing is that in 


Spite of these decreases in farm popu- 
lation and in the numher of horses and 
mule's on farms, we have heard much 
complaint about the farm surplus. In 
other words, we are said to have a 
very stubborn problem of surplus pro- 
duction in the face of these decreases 
In farm population and animals units.
